Some varieties, es­ 
pecially cotoneaster, should not be 
pruned at all, he said, as they are 
intended by nature to droop. There 
are two reasons for pruning, he 
stated, 
to reduce 
the 
structural 
problem and to make the shrub fit 
the surroundings. 
It is a mistake, said Blanding, to 
fertilize 
the 
shrub 
in 
the 
hole 
where It is set out unless fertilizer 
is well rotted. Fertilizer should be 
applied at w hat is called the ‘‘drip 
line” where moisture would drip 
from the edges, rather than against 
the stalk or trunk, ha said. 
Roses may bs pruned from No­ 
vember to January, 
the speaker 
said, and after trim m ing is the only 
time roses should be spaded.

THE ROAD TO THE CEMETERY 


When the final and official figures are 
tabulated, it probably will be found that the 
automobile death toll in 1937 reached a new 
all-time record, exceeding the 1936 slaughter 
with its 37,000 victims. 
There is no reason for being surprised at 
the continued increase. Each year cars are 
made faster and more powerful, and a dang­ 
erous percentage of them become the prop­ 
erty of drivers who couldn’t be trusted to 
operate a bicycle safely. Roadways and sur­ 
faces are improved, thus offering a new 
temptation to excessive speed. And the num­ 
ber of accidents in which John Barleycorn 
is a factor tends to rise steadily. 
This doesn’t mean that the automobile ac­ 
cident toll cannot be reduced. It can be. but | but 
it is going to take action, not words. The 
individual responsibility of each motorist 
when he slides behind the wheel of a pro­ 
jectile weighing a ton or two and capable of 
doing 80 miles an hour, must be driven home. 
Law enforcement must be strengthened. The 
“fixer” of traffic violations must be elimi­ 
nated. It must be realized that driving a car 
on the public highway is a privilege, not a 
right to be abused. And license laws must 
be more stringent. Finally, there must be 
swift and sure punishment for the reckless 
or drunken driver. 
There are several hundred thousand graves 
In this country' that constitute mute testi­ 
mony to our past laxity in controlling the 
automobile. Unless public demand forces a 
change, you may fill one of the thousands of 
new graves that, figuratively speaking, will 
be dug by motorists in the years to come.

This bill, commonly known as 
the Travel Pay bill, was passed by 
both the house and senate during 
the 74th Congress, only one ob­ 
jecting 
vote,

vetoed 
by the President on the 
grounds th at the men named in 
the bill had already been compen­ 
sated by the aw arding to them of 
a medal 
and 
when 
too late 
to 
have the veto m essage considered 
by th at congress. 
H, R. 2904, if it becomes a law, 
will give travel pay to those state 
volunteers 
who 
served 
beyond 
their period of enlistm ent in the 
Philippine 
Insurrection, 
namely 
after 
April 
ll, 
1899, 
when 
the 
treaty of peace was ratified and 
ended the Spanish-Am erican W ar, 
when they were entitled to their 
discharges. 
Travel pay was based 
on the law th at existed at that 
time of one day’s rations and pay 
for each 20 miles to point of en- 
listmenL 
In March, 1899, realizing the ne­ 
cessity of keeping 
those 
volun­ 
teers in the service of the U. S., 
congress passed a special enact­ 
ment 
th at 
provided 
for

re-enlistm ent 
for 
those 
men to give the governm ent time 
to organize and 
transport 
relief 
troops to the Philippines, 
Presi­ 
dent McKinley caused the w ar de­ 
partm ent to have Governor Gener­ 
al K, S. Otis have the volunteers 
contacted to see if they were will­ 
ing to stay over their time of en­ 
listment and re-enlist for that six 
months period if they were paid 
travel pay from M anila to point of 
enlistment 
and 
then 
transported 
to point of enlistm ent when they 
could be relieved by U. S. troops 
yet to be organized. 
To a man 
they voted to remain. 
They were 
fully aw are of the necessity for so 
doing. 
There were quite a num ­ 
ber of soldiers on specia* duty at 
the Palace and the Provost M ar­ 
shal’s office, in Manila, and they 
were called together by Consular 
Agent, Edwin W ildman, sent from 
Hongkong previously In a consular 
capacity.

was ratified, as much overtim e as 
the volunteers who served in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the United States 
served altogether unless they re­ 


enlisted afterw ard for Philippine 
service. 
At the time the aforesaid vote 
was taken by the volunteers, they 
were in the Philippine insurrection 
and confronted by an estim ated 
100,000 native soldiers and there 
were but a few regular regiments 
in the P. I. a t th at time and prob­ 
ably 60 per cent of the regular 
troops were entitled to discharge 
a t the signing of the treaty, 
We 
were not re-enlisted, 
(the 
reason I have never learned) but 
we supposed that 
we had 
been 
considered re-enlisted and officer 
re-appointed by company, battery 
troop or regiment. 
When finally discharged, many 
asked for the travel pay promised 
and were informed by the pay­ 
m aster who paid them their finals 
th at there was no provision for 
such payment.

was not a legal debt of the U. S. 
because we were never re-enlisted

74th congress did such a bill pass 
both 
houses, 
although

At this time, I have before me 
the certificate that came with the 
medal awarded me and which is 
generally known as the McKinley 
Congressional Medal.

October, 20, 1908. Sir: I ara direct­ 
ed by the Q uarterm aster General 
of the Army to forward by regis­ 
tered mail, to the address given 
below, a bronze medal No. 1759, 
which was authorized by the Act

29, 
1906, to be presented to those men 
of the volunteers and certain of 
the regular troops of the Army of 
the Philippines who were enrolled 
and 
enlisted 
for 
the 
W ar 
with 
Spain, and who served beyond the 
term of their enlistm ents to help 
suppress the Philippine Insurrec­ 
tion. 
In a cablegram dated July 
I, 1899, to General Otis a t Manila, 
the President of the United States 
conveyed the following expression 
of 
appreciation 
for 
the 
m ilitary 
service thus rendered. 
‘The P res­ 
ident desires 
to express 
in 
the 
most public manner, his apprecia­ 
tion of the lofty patriotism shown 
by the volunteers and regulars of 
the 8th Army Corps, In performing 
willing 
service 
through 
severe 
campaigns and battles against the 
insurgents 
in 
Luzon, 
when, .un­ 
der the term s of their enlistments, 
they would have been entitled to 
discharge upon the ratification of 
the treaty with Spain. 
This ac­ 
tion on their part was noble and 
heroic. 
It will stand forth as an 
example of self sacrifice and pub­ 
lic consecration which have ever 
characterized the American soldier. 
In recognition thereof I shall re­ 
commend to congress th at a spec­ 
ial medal of honor be given to the 
officers and soldiers of the 8th 
Army Corps who performed this 
great duty voluntarily and enthus­ 
iastically for their country—W il­ 


liam McKinley.* 
Very respectfully,

of Depot.

We were considered noble and 
heroic 
then, 
yet 
after 
congress 
recognized the m erit of our claims, 
the President vetoed the bill, on 
the strength of the medal (worth 
probably 35c) and th at despite the 
fact th at it was estim ated that 
travel pay to the volunteers would 
only average $400 each. 
Congress 
saw to it th at a much larger bon­ 
us was paid to the W orld W ar 
Veterans and one which was not 
promised. Power in num bers. 
It is a well known fact th at of­ 
ficers and enlisted 
men, 
in the 
service of the U. S. arm y cannot 
enroll and enlist them selves. 
If 
necessary to be done, it is a gov­ 
ernmental duty. 
I have in mind th a t the votes 
taken and the prom ises made by 
agents of the IL S., namely army 
officers and the 
only 
consular 
agent in the Philippines a t that 
time and the agreem ent to stay in 
the service by the volunteers and 
some of the regular troops consti­ 
tuted a verbal contract which is 
as binding as a w ritten contract, 
if proven. 
All of the above argu­ 
ment in our behalf has been prov­ 
en in congress and its comm ittees 
repeatedly so th at if it w as a verb­ 
al contract and all th a t w ent to 
complete its carrying out was the 
re-enlistm ent referred to by the U. 
S. Court of Claims (duty of the 
government) we should have th at 
bonus because we surely carried 
out our part of the contract, which 
is acknowledged in the body of 
the certificate above mentioned. 
If we are ever to enjoy that 
bonus, it will have to come soon. 
Half of those volunteers are dead 
and the rest are old men. 
We are 
dying a t the rate of about 600 per 
month and an investigation made 
a few years ago disclosed the fol­ 
lowing death rate of the Spanish 
W ar veteran and th a t of the men 
who did not serve in the arm y at 
that time to be 33 per 1000 as 
against 16 per 1000. 
I sincerely hope th a t th is article

TULSA, Okla.—L'aiglon blsu the 
Blue Eagle's posthumous fledgling 
—or maybe better, son-in-law, is 
just taking off for a trial 
hop 
right here in my own State of Ok­ 
lahoma. 
They have here 
a 
wages-and- 
hours law complete 
with 
codes 
which they call a little N.R.A. It 
has no personalized big bad wolf 
as adm inistrator. It is operated by 
a State Industrial Commission. In­ 
stead of the N.R.A. goldfish bowl 
bearing, special “Conference Com­ 
mittees” 
of 
industry 
and 
labor 
recommend codes and the Commis­ 
sion takes ’em or leaves ’em. 
They operate only on in tra-state 
industries—cleaners 
and 
dyers, 
retail trade, hotels, restaurants, of­ 
fice buildings and filling stations, 
so far. This was the field in which 
N.R.A. came to grief. Ninety-five 
per cent of all complaints of non- 
compliance and disputes in N.R.A. 
were in these industries. 
They never will respond to a n a­ 
tional w ages-and-hours code. They 
have no national organization and 
conditions within each industry are 
too adverse. On the other hand, in 
some of these industries and In 
some places, the need for reform 
is greatest of all. Sweat-shop con­ 
ditions, child labor, unfair 
prac­ 
tices and racketeering were worse 
in some of these industries 
than 
anywhere else. After a bitter ex- 
prience, N.R.A. came to the 
con­ 
clusion th at the only solution of 
this difficult problem 
was 
state 
codes under state laws. This new 
Oklahoma law is the most am bit­ 
ious attem pt th at has come to my 
attention. In principle it will prove 
pleasing to old N.R.A. fans, but in 
detail It won’t. 
The shortest maximum week In 
the whole schedule is 48 hours. No 
“spreading the work” there. This 
runs up to 59 hours in hotels and 
filling station, practically 7 days of 
8 1-2 hours or 6 ten hour days. It 
has regional differentials with a 
vengeance. H ours are 
longer and 
wages lower In towns 
of 
10,000 
population or less than in towns of 
from 10,000 to 40,000 population and 
the difference Is much greater as 
compared with large 
cities. 
The 
wage differential is as much as 35 
per cent in some industries. 
The minimum wage for a maxl- 


of governm ent: and he should ex­

says that he thinks th at these rates 
will be generally 
satisfactory 
to 
labor. That Is very Interesting in 
view 
of 
the 
pending 
national 
wages-and-hours bill. Because, if 
any 
such 
long 
hours 
and 
low 
wages as these were proposed In 
Congress, or before any 
national 
board, they would be howled out 
of consideration. 
This emphasizes 
the very wide divergences of prac­ 
tice and opinions throughout 
the 
country on the whole 
subject 
of 
wages and hours. 
The law Itself is a curious docu-ftF 
ment. Most of it 
is 
a 
practical 
copy of the W ashington State law 
which was for the protection of 
women and minors only. The W ash­ 
ington law was upheld by the Su­ 
preme Court which did not pass 
on the validity of wage-fixing for 
men. But, although it 
is 
w ritten 
throughout as a women and chil­ 
dren’s bill, tucked In toward the 
end of the Oklahoma law is this 
phrase: ” This act and every pro­ 
vision thereof shall apply to men 
as though 
they 
be 
specifically 
mentioned by the provisions there­ 
of.” 
It makes some curious reading 
to insert the word “men” in the law 
every time it says “women or m in­ 
ors,” but the State Attorney Gen­ 
eral says that doesn’t make 
any 
difference and on th at opinion, the 
State Industrial Commission Is set­ 
ting up a complete schedule of in­ 
trastate wages and hours. 
A finicky lawyer or legal drafts­ 
man might say th at 
this 
after­ 
thought insertion of “men” upsets 
the 
whole 
legal and economic 4 
philosophy of the W ashington State 
law and the Supreme Court pre­ 
cedent, but down here 
in 
Okla­ 
homa we aren’t finicky and we say 
“spade” when we mean “spade” re­ 
gardless of whether philosophy and 
precedent both say “excavation ac­ 
cessory.*’
